REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

The reports of Sunday Schools from various charges afford gratifying evi- 
dence of increasing interest and attention to this vital institution of the Church. 

There is an increase over la.st year in every item except three. The decrea.se 
of three in the number of schools, and of one hundred and fifty-six officers and 
teachers, may be accounted for in the fact that no reports have been presented 
from five charges. 

In the collections for the Sunday School Union there is a decrease of $432 55. 
This may in part be accounted for from the fact that last year the Anniversary of 
the Parent Society ” was held in Detroit, when $381 was contributed to the funds 
of the Sunday School Union. This would still leave a deficiency of more than 
$50. Only twenty-seven charges have reported collections for the Sunday School 
Union, leaving one hundred and twenty-four charges that have taken no collec- 
tion. We find, however, the gratifying increase in the expenses of the schools of 
$983 78, and in the number of volumes in the libraries of 2,362. There is, also, 
an increase over last year of eighty -three in the number of conversions, showing 
that the importance of the early conversion of the children is to some extent 
appreciated by the Church. 

In view of the foregoing facts, we recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

Resolved, That we deem it the duty of every preacher in charge of a circuit 
or station to take up a collection for the Sunday School Union at every appoint- 
ment.

REPORT OF TflE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

Looking at the numbers and position of the M. E. Cliurch in this State^ 
it must be apparent that we have a large interest in the character and success 
of its various institutions of learning. 

The cause of Education is vitally associated with the well-being of the 
nation and the prosperity of the Church of God. And it is an occasion of 
thankfulness and pride that our own State is so pre-eminent for its educational 
advantages. Our Union School sy.stem has no parallel. The provision for 
securing a class of thoroughly educated and disciplined teachers, through the 
agency of the State Normal Institution, is admirable and effective. And our 
State University is rapidly advancing in rivalry with the best Universities of 
the Eastern States. 

It affords your Committee unfeigned pleasure to observe that, notwith- 
standing the disquietude and agitation which prevails in the land, our educa- 
tional institutions have been vigorously sustained. The number of students has 
been diminished by enlistments, but not so much as might have been expected. 
The attendance at Albion College has been two hundred and ninety, and the 
Medical, Law, and Literary departments of the State University have been 
fuller than at any previous year.

DETROIT ANNUAL CONFERENCE 



We deem it right to call attention to the proposed change in the Consti- 
tution of the State, by which the election of the Regents of the University 
will be changed from the present mode of electing by districts, to the general 
State ticket. It is questionable whether abler men cau be secured, or a better 
representation of the State attained by the change, and these, in our judgment, 
are the only objects which should justify any modification of existing pro- 
visions. 

Your Committee would call special attention to the financial condition and 
prospects of the Albion College. 

It is known to the friends of the Institution, that the Faculty, at their 
own proposal, have been laboring through the past year on reduced salaries 
This may be endured for one twelve months to meet an extraordinary emer- 
gency, but its continuance must impair the efficiency of the College. It is also 
useless to conceal the fact; the financial condition of the College is such that 
unless prompt and active measures are taken to secure a permanent endow- 
ment, this institution, which has been the pride of Methodism in this State, 
will soon be sadly crippled and must finally be abandoned. A result so calam- 
itous is not to be even contemplated without a feeling of humiliation. If we 
permit the Albion College, which has been in all other respects a success, to 
go down under the pressure of financial embarrassment, it will be an abiding 
reproach. By the remembrance of its past usefulness, by our denominational 
honor, and by the duty we owe to the Church of God, we are bound to place 
this institution on a permanent basis. We would therefore recommend that a 
committee of five be appointed from this Conference, to confer with the Trus- 
tees of the College, on the propriety of making an effort this coming Confer- 
ence year to secure an endowment fund, and that this committee shall be 
authorized in the name and on behalf of the Conference, to take final action 
on this question. 

It is but natural that we should feel the deepest interest in the success of 
our own denominational institutions. A large proportion of the students in 
attendance on the schools and colleges of the State are from Methodist fam- 
ilies, and we cannot conceal from ourselves the fact that those who are sent to 
denominational schools and colleges are in great danger, even w’ithout any 
direct effort on the part of the Faculty, of being weaned from their attachment 
to our Doctrines and Church Polity. We have had to lament such conse- 
quences already. And whilst we would not cherish a sectarian spirit, we 
regret that members of our own church should identify themselves with insti- 
tutions of learning managed in the interest of other denominations, and send 
their sons and daughters there simply because they are in their own localities. 
Let us have our own Methodist College. Let us labor to make it one of the 
best in the State, and let us send our sons and daughters there. 

We are pleased to note the prosperity of the Michigan Female College, 
and express our solicitude for its success.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF ALBION COLLEGE. 

To THK Bishop and Members of the Detroit Annual Conference of the 
M. E. Church : 

JJear Fathers and Brethren : — 

The Trustees of the Albion College respectfully report that, notwithstand- 
ing the distracted state of the country, your institution has enjoyed compara- 
tive prosperity during the past year. The attendance has not been so large 
as usual, but the reduction on the roll is readily accounted for by the fact 
that so many young men have enlisted and gone into the army. One hun- 
dred and seventy-two ladies have been in attendance, and one hundred and 
eighteen gentlemen, making a total of two hundred and ninety. Five young 
ladies completed the Course of Study and received the Degree of Mistress of 
Science and the Arts. 

The semi-annual examinations and commencement exercises of the year have 
been very satisfactory, comparing favorably with those of previous years. But 
little difficulty has been realized in the discipline of the institution. The moral 
bearing of the students, generally, and the religious character of many, are worthy 
ot commendation. 

A new Course of Study has been adopted, equal to that prescribed by the 
University of Michigan, and open to ladies as well as gentlemen. It is two- 
fold, Classical and Scientific, and students can, at their option, secure either 
% the Baccalaureate or Scientific Degree. Classes in both departments have been 

already organized. 

The current expenses of the institution are less than for many years past, 
the teachem and agent working on reduced salaries. These expenses have been 
promptly met, and the institution has no embanassing liabilities. You are 
aware that the funds of the institution are gradually diminishing, and you 
have pledged your co-operation to the Trustees in an effort to augment them. 
The Trustees have not yet called upon the friends of the enterprise for assist- 
ance, but it is hoped that prospeiity will soon return to the country, when 
the minds and hearts of the people may be enlisted in the great work of edu- 
cation, and our institution share largely in the benefits of Christian liberality. 

Four vacancies occur in the Board of Trustees by expiration of terms of 
office — two of which are to be filled by your Conference.

VI. Financial. 

CONFERENCE FINANCIAL PLAN. 

OF ALLOWANCES. 

The Estimating Committee provided tor in the Discipline (page 55), shall 
meet on third Friday after the close of each session of the Annual Conference, at ^ 

2 o’clock P. M., at a place designated by the last Quarterly Conference of the 
preceding year, and estimate the amount necessary to support the preachers, as 
required by the Discipline. 

The Stewards and Leaders shall meet at the same time and place, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, and apportion the amount to be raised to the different 
classes on the charge. The estimate and apportionment shall be submitted to » 

the Quarterly Conference next ensuing, for approval or amendment. 

The Quarterly Conference shall then district the charge, assigning to the | 

several Stewards their particular districts. The Steward, or Stewards, of each 
district, in connection with the Class Leaders of the same, shall apportion the 
amount assigned to their district among the several members of the church within 
its bounds, and shall see, or cause to be seen, as soon as practicable, each mem- 
ber, and obtain his or her consent to such apportionment, or such part of it as he 
or she may be willing to pay, and to circulate a subscription among those who 
are not members of the church. 

OK COLLECTIONS AND DISBURSEMENTS. 

Leader’s meetings shall be held in all our charges and circuits, as well as 
stations, where it is at all practicable ; and the amounts which have been col- 
lected by the Stewards and Leaders shall be paid over to a Treasurer chosen by the 
Leader’s meeting. The amounts so collected shall be paid in liquidation of the 
preacher’s claim, in the following order ; First, traveling expenses ; second, house 
rent ; third, quarterly allowance. 
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In case no Leader’s meetings are held, the duties herein devolved on such 
meetings shall be performed by the Quarterly Conference. 

REPORTS TO QUARTERLY CONFERENCE, LOVE FEASTS AND CLASSES. 

The amounts paid by the several classes shall be I'eported to the Quarterly 
Conference, each quarter, and the reports properly entered in the Steward’s boo k 
under the direction of the Presiding Elders. Each Steward shall be responsible 
to the Quarterly Conference for proper,* efforts to collect funds within his 
district. 

The amounts paid by each class, the deficiency, if any, and the cause of 
such deficiency, if known, shall be reported to the church, in Love Feast, each 
quarter. 

The Stewards shall see that a report of the amount expected from each mem- 
ber, the amount paid, and the deficiency, be made in each class at least once in 
each year, when each member, who is deficient, shall have the privilege of 
explaining the caxise of his deficiency. 

OF PRESIDING KLDERS’ CLAIMS. ' 

The Board of District Stewards shall apportion the claims of the Presiding 
Elders among the several charges of the district, according to their several abil- 
ity, and the amount they usually pay their pastors, taking into account any 
peculiarities in the circumstances of any charge for the time being.

KEPORT ON THE STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 

To every thoughtful observer of events whose heart is in sympathy with his 
race, the current liistory of our country presents facts for contemplation of the 
most painful character, and questions for solution of the deepest interest. The 
annals of the past, however stained by the blood of civilized humanity, furnish 
no scenes of sanguinary strife more significant of great ideas and principles, than 
are those transpiring within the domain of our national life. The clashings ot 
ideas in the world of mind have been transmuted into the forces of destruction 
on the theatre of mortal combat. The very lights of civilization are mingling 
with the lurid flames of civil war. Institutions, representative of all that is valu- 
able in the progressive life, treasured laws and deeds of humanity, are being 
tried and tested as by fire. The civilization of the new world is undergoing a 
grand process of purification preparatory to its enlargement into all the coming 
centuries. As a people we are engaging all our resources in a great civil sti^yggle, 
that involves all the conditions of national growth and existence. Between the 
embattled sections of the country, there are fundamental differences that reach 
into the central ideas and laws of society. On the one side are the sublime and 
self-sustaining forces of modern Christian civilization ; on the other the decaying 
elements of an effete social system, combining the expiring energies of feudalism 
with the brutal demonstrations of unmitigated barbarism. The civilization of 
the Xorth rests upon the solid basis of popular intelligence and inalienable 
rights, and Gon given freedom ; the civilization of the South effectually excludes 
the institutions of popular education; it wickedly denies the most sacred rights of 
humanity ; it seeks to annihilate every vestige of republican liberty, so that its 
success would be the triumph of ignorance, and the ascendency of every species 
of wrong and injustice, and the substitution of the vilest system of oppression for 
the noblest heritage of constitutional liberty ever enjoyed by the human race. 
The great fell disease of the South, wasting its vitality like consumption, degrad- 
ing its existence like the loathsome leprosy, heating its life into burning fury like 
the poison of the serpent, spreading its death-producing forces like the terrible 
cancer, is the blood-nourished disease of human slavery. All the woes of the 
people, all the calamities of the nation, all the anguish rushing like streams of 
blood into the bosoms of families, where their fairest and bravest fall victims to 
tlie til under-bolts of war, all the sorrows of patriotism and religion that must stir 
tlie sympathies of angels, and bring into action the All-powerful sympathies of 
God, all proceed from the monster evil of oppression that has struck its roots into 
the legislation, into the jurisprudence, into the administrative policies, into the 
commercial System, into the power- grasping politics, aye, into the very religion 
and worship of the nation. Now, amid the terrific desolations of the war, there 
is, at least, one reason for praise to God, and that is found in its disintegrating 
action upon the slave power. In every battle tought, the artillery of the repub- 
lic is turned against the doomed institution of oppression. Holy Freedom, robed 
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in lier garments of beauty, and adorned with the sunbeams and stars of God, is 
now leading the hosts and entrancing the hearts of our soldiers. The civilization 
of progress will surely follow in her steps, and where barbarism has lashed her 
victims, and impoverished the fairest surfaces of the globe, and made the rich the 
tyrants of the poor, there, when treason shall have lost its grasp upon the bones 
and sinews of the enslaved millions, and for want of sustenance shall have given 
up the ghost, the desert shall bud and blossom as the rose. In the meantime, it 
behooves every philanthropist, every Christian, every loyal citizen, to stand at his 
post and put forth all his strength for the cause of his country. 

We propose for adoption the following resolutions : 

Resolved 1. That firm and unconditional loyalty and support to the General 
Government, are not only due from every citizen, but are imperatively demanded 
by the exigencies of the hour, and that as Christian men and ministers we will 
cheerfully and conscientiously fulfill all our obligations to the constituted author- 
ities of the nation, and use every proper means to direct and strengthen public 
opinion for all the high behests of patriotism. 

Resolved 2. That we will cherish the purest remembrances of tlie valor and 
heroiSiu of our fellow-citizen soldiers who have so nobly withstood tlie foe, and 
are ready to fight unto death for the maintenance of the government, and that 
the patriotic dead slain in battle by thousands shall live in our hearts with the 
very martyrs of our holy religion. 

Resolved 2. That we are deeply interested in the religious well-being of the 
army, and affectionately counsel our brethren of this Conference, serving as 
chaplains, to all possible fidelity in the discharge of their official duties, and will 
pray for the success of their labors. 

Resolved 4. That while the war is prosecuteil for the preservation of the life 
and authority of the nation, for the destruction of rebellion and treason, and for 
the restoration of the constitution and laws to every part and portion of the 
national domain, believing, as we do, that slavery is the prime cause and strength 
of the rebellion, we rejoice in and hereby heartily approve of the proclamation of 
the President, based upon stern military necessity, solemnly declaring the slaves 
of all States in rebellion on the first of January next forkvkr frkk, and tliat we will 
pray that this great act of emancipation may be carried into successful operation, 
and finally result in the freedom of every slave upon this continent. 

Resolved 5. That as the race is not to the swift nor the battle to the strong, 
we state our solemn conviction that the hopes of our country and the success of 
our arms depend to the greatest extent on the blessing and aid of Almighty God, 
that his existence, character, authority and providence, should be recognized in 
every possible way by the acts and voice of the government and the people, that 
we now rest the nation’s great cause upon his eternal power and goodness, and 
that we will look to him, and direct the attention of our people to him, as our 
great deliver and Saviour.

1. The Conference shall meet at 8 o’clock A. M„ and adjourn at 12 M., but 

may alter the time of meeting and adjourning at its discretion. j 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the j 

Conference stood adjourned, and cause the same to be opened by reading the 

Scriptures, singing and prayer, and shall have the journals of the preceding | 

day read and approved. ! 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to 
tlie Conference, but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without 
debate 

4. He shall appoint all committees not otherwise specially ordered by the 

Conference, but any member may decline serving on more than one committee at { 

the same time. j 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced 

^ to writing if the President, Secretary, or any member of the Conference re- j 

quest it. 

6. When a motion, resolution, or report presented, is read by the Secretary, 
or stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but 
any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before 
action or amendment. 

7. Ho new motion or resolution shall be made until the one under consid- 
eration has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless 
one of the following should intervene, which motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they are placed, viz ; Indefinite postponement ; laying on the 
table ; reference to a committee ; postponement to any given time, or amendment. 

8. Ho member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President 
to call him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities, or 
disrespecttul language, but any member may call the attention of the President 
to the subject when he deems a speaker out of order, or any other member may 
explain when he thinks himself misrepresented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate or deliver any matter to 
the Conference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to the 
President. 

10. Ho person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, or more 
than fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of Conference ; nor shall any per- 
son speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall l\ave 
spoken. 
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11. When any motion or resolution sliall have passed, it shall be in order for 
any member who voted in the affirmative to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member sliall absent himself from the services of Conference without 
leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question wlio is not Avithin 
the bar of the Conference at the time such question is put by the President, except 
by leave of Conference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member wlio shall be within the bar at the time the question 
is put shall give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuse him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of Conference, 
and, when approved, slmll record them in a book provided for that purpose. He 
shall take charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve 
them with care ; suffer no person to take a copy of any paper during the interval 
of Conference, except with tlie consent of the Conference, and shall forward the 
journal and papers to the next Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this Confer- 
ence until lie has first given him information of the same, either by letter or other- 
Avise, so that the accused may have an opportunity for defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s charac- 
ter, it shall be his duty to hand the name of tlie person against Avhom objections 
are to be made, to the President of the Conference, who shall pass the name by, 
to be investigated in secret session, at such time as the Conference may direct.
